CASE FIRE 
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Special Vote 
Set On Tax 
For Schools 


he Menlo Park elementary 
wlibiet district will hold a_ special 
election April 19 for approval or 
rejection of a change in its tax 
structure that would replace the 
present $1.10. permissive levy for 
building to a 60-cent rate for all 
purposes. 

Announcement of the election was 
made by Superintendent Mel Hom- 
feld following a special meeting of 
the trustees. He said the board 
will make no recommendations on 
the question, but will present facts 
as fully as possible. 

The proposal would cancel the 
present $1.10 maximum tax rate for 
capital outlay, that is, new build- 
ings and improvements to existing 
buildings. Currently, 76 cents of 
this rate is being levied, making a 
total rate of $1.66 when added to 
the 90-cent rate for general pur- 
poses. 

The $1.10 permissive rate will ex- 
pire in two years. 

‘In place of this $1.10 levy would 
be substituted the proposed 60- 
cent rate, which could be used for 
capital outlay as well as general 
purposes .. . salaries, mainten- 
ance and other operating costs. 
The new 60-cent rate would be 

used the next five years. 

Added to the 90 cents now levied, 
the proposed new rate would result 
in a total levy of $1.50 for all school 
purposes, including building, against 
the present total of $1.66. 

The proposed change would result 
in an overall rate of $1.50 for the 
next five years. Under the present 
system, the overall rate would drop 
in two years from the present $1.66 
to the 90-cent rate being charged for 
general purposes. 

Homfeld said the choice lies be- 
tween providing an extended local 
tax rate that would provide for new 
construction, or to take a chance 
on getting increased financial aid 
from the state in the future.

Your Income Tax 


Master Plan 
For Parks 
Discussed 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


Editor’s Note: This is the sixth 
and last of a series of articles pre- 
pared by the U. S. bureau of in- 
ternal revenue for aid in filing 
income tax returns, due March 15. 
We suggest you save these articles 
and use them as a guide to mak- 
ing returns. 


Point number three of the new 
a program for civic improve- 
ment is a master plan for the pro- 
gressive development of our parks. 
Councilman George Ford has been 
assigned the responsibility of work- 
ing with the Recreation Commis- 
sion on this project. 

Menlo Park, as we all know, is 
possessed of a recreation plant that 
can be matched by few cities of its 
size, thanks to the acquisition at a 
bargain counter price of the Dibble 
Hospital recreation area. So far 
as our financial problem is concern- 
ed at the moment, it has to do 
much more with the cost of operat- 
ing the set up we now have rather 
than the cost of constructing addi- 
tional plant. However, in the course 
of a few years, we will have need of 
more facilities than we now have in 
both our recreation parks and in a 
recreation park that must be ac- 
quired during that period in the 
northeastern section of our city. It 
is essential that a five-year plan, 
at least, be mapped out for such im-- 
provements. 

On the immediate need list is a 
wading pool for children adjacent 
to our swimming pool, and construc- 
tion of meeting rooms and a kit- 
chen in our recreation building. A- 
mong the desirables are a curtain 
for the theatre, bleachers for the 
gym, covering of bleachers at Nea- 
lon Park, outdoor lighting, addition- 
al parking areas, and various types 
of equipment. Over a longer period 
of time other facilities may be add- 
ed, such as bleachers and lights at 
Burgess Park, an outdoor amphi- 
theatre, and other major improve- 
ments if they are justified by the 
demand. 

In order that these projects be 
constructed, the recreation commis- 
sion will have to assign priorities to 
the various projects which it will 
place upon a ‘master plan map of 
our 38 acres of present parks, plus 
those proposed. Then in each year's 
operating budget, a sum can be set 
aside for capital outlay, which will 
be expended according to plan. In 
this way Menlo Park’s recreation 
needs will be met systematically and 
with greatest effectiveness.

A limited amount of medical, hos- 
pital and dental expenses may be 
deducted by taxpayers who itemize 
deductions on page 3 of the 1040 
tax return. 

They are deductible only for the 
year when paid, regardless of when 
the illness occurred. This rule ap- 
plies also to taxpayers using the ac- 
crual method of accounting. Fur- 
thermore, these expenses are de- 
ductible only to the extent that they 
exceed per cent of the taxpayer's 
adjusted gross income. 

The adjusted gross income is 
the amount entered in item 6 on 
page 1 of the return. A taxpayer 
with an adjusted gross income of 
$5000 would be allowed medidal 
and dental expense in excess 6f 
$250. There is, however, a certain 
limitation on the amount that he 
could deduct. The rule is as fotf- 
lows: 

One exemption—separate return: 

Taxpayers who claim only one ex- 
emption are limited to medical and 
dental deductions of not more than 
$1,250. 

Two or more exemptions—sep- 
arate return: 

Taxpayers who are single, or who 
are married and file separate re- 
tirns, and have dependents, are 
limited to medical and dental de- 
ductions of not more than $2,500. 

Two exemptions—joint return: 

Married couples filing a joint re- 
turn and claiming two exemptions 
are limited to medical and dental 
deductions of not more than $2,500. 

Three exemptions—joint return: 

Married couples filing joint re- 
turn and claiming three exemptions 
are limited to medical and dental 
deductions of not more than $3,750. 

Four or more exemptions—joint 
return. 

Married couples filing a joint 
return and claiming four or more 
exemptions are limited to medical 
and dental deductions of not more 
than $5000. 

In no case can these exemptions 
include those for age or blindness, 
nor can medical deductions of more 
than $5000 be allowed. 

Taxpayers receiving reimburse- 
ments from health insurance polic- 
ies for medical and dental expenses 
must subtract the reimbursed a- 
mount.

AN ORDINANCE APPLYING CER- 
TAIN REGULATIONS TO THE 
ERECTION, CONSTRUCTION 
AND ALTERATION OF CER- 
TAIN BUILDINGS, STRUC- 
TURES AND IMPROVEMENTS 
AND TO CERTAIN USES OF 
LAND, PENDING THE ADOP- 
TION BY THE CITY COUNCIL 
OF MENLO PARK OF ZONING 
PLANS FOR CERTAIN NEWLY 
ANNEXED TERRITORY TO 
SAID CITY, TO-WIT: BELLE

SECTION 2: Within said terri- 
tory and area aforementioned to- 
wit: Belle Haven City and Sub- 
urban Park, no person, firm or cor- 
poration shall hereafter erect, con- 
struct or locate more than one sin- 
gle family dwelling and its acces- 
sory buildings upon one lot or build- 
ing site in the above mentioned area 
until a permit therefor shall first 
have been secured from the City 
Council of said City. Said applica- 
tion shall be referred to the City 
Planning Commission and said City 
PJanning Commission shall consid- 
er in detail any such application 
at its next regular meeting, and 
shall thereupon report its recom- 
mendations with respect thereto to 
the City Council. The City Coun- 
cil shall consider such application 
and report at its next succeeding 
meeting following receipt of such 
report from the Planning Commis- 
sion. 

Said City Council may issue such 
permit if it shall find that the pro- 
posed building or structure, or use, 
will not be detrimental to the char- 
acter or devlopment of the afore- 
said territory and will not otherwise 
adversely affect the welfare of said 
territory and/or of said City. 

SECTION 3: It shall be the duty 
of the Building Inspector of the 
City of Menlo Park, and all officers 
of said City herein and/or other- 
wise charged by law with the en- 
forcement of this ordinance to en- 
force this ordinance and all the pro- 
visions of the same. 

Any person, firm or corporation, 
whether as principal, agent, em- 
ployee or otherwise, violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punishable by a fine of not more 
than Three Hundred Dollars ($300.) 
or by imprisonment in the County 
Jail of the County of San Mateo 
for a term not exceeding three (3) 
months or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. Such person, firm or 
corporation shall be deemed guilty 
of a separate offense for each and 
every day during any portion of 
which any violation of this ordin- 
ance is committed, continued or per- 
mitted by such person, firm or cor- 
poration, and shall be punishable 
as herein provided. 

Any building, structure or thing
